10 GIVE MILLIONS 


Oil Magnate! Has Bill to Incor- 
porate Foundation Intro- 
duced in Upper House 


of Congress. 
BENEFIT FOR ALL PEOPLE 


Purpose Is to Advance Civiliza, 
tion, Disseminate Knowledge,

Washington, D. C., March 2.—{Special.]— 
John D. Rockefeller today asked the aid of 
congress in disposing of a large part of his 
wealth for the benefit of mankind. The firat 
step was the introduction of a bill to incorpo- 
rate the Rockefeller Foundation in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. . 

The bill was introduced in the senate by 
Senator Jacob H. Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire. It was referred to the committee on 
judiciary. The scope of the foundation is 
broad, although its purposes were embraced 
in a short section of the bill introduced today. 
This section reads: 

“That the object of the said corporation 
| shall be to promote the well being and to ad- 

vance the civilization of the peoples of the 
United States and its territories and posses- 
sions and of foreign lands in the acquisition 
and dissemination of knowledge, in the pre- 
vention and relief of suffering, and in the pro- 
motion of any and all of the elements of 
human progress.“ 


Will Harm Nothing—Rockefeller. 

Mr. Rockefeller is silent for the present as 
to the purposes of the incorporation. He is 
in Augusta, Ga., now and when shown a dis- 
patch regarding the bill introduced by Ga- 
linger, he smiled and said: 

Just at this time I do not care to have any- 
thing to say. I'll wait until I see what they 
are going to do up there. However, you may 
rest assured it isn’t anything that will do 
harm to anybody.” 

Senator Gallinger went a little more fully 
into the plans which will be carried out if 
the incorporation bill is passed by congress. 
He said: 

“I am not authorized to speak for Mr. 
Rockefeller, but there is no doubt that he 
intends to give away his money on a scale 
greater than any other Hving man. I am 
not acquainted with all of the details of 
the plan, but it is expected that Washington 
will be made the headquarters of the insti- 
tution.” He added that Mr. Rockefeller al- 
ready had given away $52,000,000. ‘ 


Similar to Carnegie Plan. 

The foundation is organized on lines similar 
to the Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching. As in the case of the lat- 
ter institution, the Rockefeller Foundation 
will be authorized to receive and dispense 
gifts of money other than those obtained 


i — then Gutniener 
bill, goes much farther than does the Carne- 
gie Foundation, since the latter is designed 
chiefiy to provide for a scientific retirement 
and pensioning of superannuated teachers. 

The incorporators named in the bill are 
John D. Rockefeller, John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
Fred T. Gates, Starr J. Murphy, and Charles 
O. Heydt. These incorporators are author- 
ized to select associates, not to exceed a total 
of twenty-five, and it is provided that there 
shall not be at any time less than five. 


Murphy Talks of the Plan. 

Mr. Murphy, according to dispatches re- 
ceived from New York tonight, declares the 
scope of philanthropic activity to be pursued 
under the Rockefeller foundation is to be 
limited only by the needs of mankind. Mr. 
Murphy in explaining the aims and scope of 
Mr. Rockefeller’s newest eleemosynary ve- 
hicle, said that, so general was to be its 
province in conducting philanthropic work 
of all kinds, he believed the only way to 
characterize the work purposed to be done 
by the foundation was to say that it would 
be humantarian. . 

The details of the amount of endowment 
which Mr. Rockefeller will bestow upon the 
foundation had not yet been worked out, 
Mr. Murphy said. Mr. Rockefeller doubtless 
would endow the foundation largely, but, as 
in the case of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching, the Rocke- 
teller foundation will be; authorized to re- 
ceive and dispense money other than that 
obtained from the original endowment. 

“The charter of the Rockefeller founda- 
tion is almost word for word identical with 
that of the General Education board, which 
Mr. Rockefeller caused to be incorporated in 
1908, said Mr. Murphy, and to which he 
has contributed almost $52,000,000. The only 
change in the wording is that necessary to 
broaden the scope of the Rockefeller founda- 
tion over that of the General Education board. 


Based on Former Experience. 

“The charter för the Rockefeller founda- 
tion is based upon the experience which Mr. 
Rockefeller and others in the General Edu- 
cation board have had in the operation of 
that organization. When he established the 
older organization Mr. Rockefeller did so be- 
cause he found it advantageous to have a 
flexible board with genera! educational pow- 
arg to handle all of his benefactions devoted 
in that direction, 

„His experience with the general educa- 
tion board has been 80 successful that he 
wants now another board to give the same 
flexibility and scope over subjects not cov- 
ered in the limited field of the earlier organi- 
tation. He has found it not altogether wise 


anthropic purpeses in narrow channels. 
Hence his wish to have this board with gen- 


eral philanthropic powers to undertake any- 
thing which it might be deemed wise to do. 

„The Rockefeller foundation is not de- 
signed to meet any present or special situa- 
tion. It will not cverlap the province of the 
General Education board nor draw upon the 
field of that board in any way. I do not know 
what will be the first philanthropy to be un- 

dertaken under the foundation, and I do not 
believe that Mr. Rockefeller has in mind any | 
single object to receive the attention of the 
foundation. All of the scope of the founda- 
tion's activity will be a matter of determina- 
tion when the organization is perfected,” 


| Will Not Give Away 3

ASKS TO CHANGE STATEMENT 


Recalls the Case of J. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 2.—[{Special.]— 
An admission by Senator Jeff Davis of Ar- 
kansas that he would draw a good fee from 
the passage of a bill that he was urging be- 
fore the house committee on public lands has 
caused the greatest excitement in congres- 
sional circles. The sensation recalls the 
trouble of J. Ralph Burton, former senator 
from Kansas. 

Senator Davis went before the committee 
today to request that his statements made a 
week ago be withdrawn from the record. 
After an hour’s executive consideration of 
the matter the committee refused to change 
the recom. As it stands, Senator Davis is 
quoted as follows in support of a bill to con- 
firm title to certain “sunk lands in the 
state of Arkansas: 

We could not prove our title. I confess that 
there is just that much selfishness in it to me, 
because there is a good fee if I oan recover the 
price of that timber.

He added, however, that if the title of the 
sunk lands was conferred upon the state of 
Arkansas it probably would give the levee 
board a better standing in the matter.

Chicago Situation in Doubt. 
Mr. Dippel says there will be a meeting later 
in the week to settle just what will be done 
in reference to the Chicago directorship. 

„There will be no future mistakes, Mr. 
Dippel said, in reference to the degree of 
authority that I am to exercise there. My 
field must be clearly outlined dnd my au- 
thority settled by contract.

Oscar Hammerstein was asked today what 
he had to say as to the present situation at 
the Metropolitan opera house.

We are going to keep such an eye on 
you that there win be no chance fog you to do 
a thing that does not please us.’ 

“I don’t see how Dippel could possibly ob- 
ject to getting out. Mr. Gatti’s plan to get 
out a year from now is just as easy to under- 
stand.“ 

Corbin’s Reasons for Resigning. 


John Corbin, literary director of the New 
theater, handed his resignation to the board 
of directors two weeks ago, to take effect at 
the close of his second year with the thea- 
ter, on June 1.

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PASTOR'S WOOING IS UNDOING 


Resigns Pastorate at Howells, N. 
Y., and Disappears. 


HAS A WIFE OUT IN IOWA. 


Fact Revealed While He Presses Suit 
for Hand of Brooklyn Girl.

Middletown, N. F. March 2.—[Special.}— 
The people of Howells, N. Y., were surprised 
on Tuesday when the Rev. Victor M. Pat- 
terson, pastor of the Congregational church, 
resigned and left the village. He assigned 
„purely personal matters as the cause. 

Mr. Patterson had been pastor of the 
church only four months, and had not yet 
been ordained formally. The congregation 
was mystified at his action, but accepted his 
resignation. | 

Mr. Patterson is 30 years old and had be- 
come popular tn the village, despite the fact 
N he only spent his Sundays there. The 

remainder of the week he spent in Brooklyn, 
where it was understood his flancée was ill. 


Clears ‘Up the Mystery. 

The mystery concerning the resignation 
apparently was cleared up today, when A. 
8. Vail, the village postmas'er of Howells, 
received a copy of a Waterloo (La.) paper 
of Feb. 26, which contained a marked item. 
It charged that Mr. Patterson had deserted 
a wife and child in Iowa and left them to 
look out for themselves while he wooed a 


young girt of Brooklyn. 

The story from the west was that Mr. 
Patterson, who was from Brooklyn, ap- 
peared at Waterlbo in March, 1908, as pas- 
tor of the Union Congregational church. 
Shortly after taking up the pastorate, ac- 
cording to the story,-he fell in love with Miss 
Myrtle Brott, the daughter of one ot the 
members of the church. He courted her 
from Christmas time, 1908, until their mar- 
rlage in the spring of 1909. His actions in 
private life—just what they were is not ex- 
plained—brought the censure of his church 
upon him, and in March, 1909, he was ex- 
pelled from the Union church. He imme- 
diately received a call from the church at 
Eariville, Ia., but the church council re- 
fused to. ordain him. 


Letters to Wife Cease. 

Patterson left Earlville shortly after this 
incident. Last August he left his young 
wife, the report says, telling her that his 
sister in Brooklyn had telegraphed him to 
come immediately, as she was ill. He wrote 
letters to his wife until the middle of Sep- 
tember, when his letters ceased. 

When news that he was to wed a Brooklyn 
girl reached the young wife in Iowa she 
put her case in the hands of an attorney 
and steps are being taken te prosecute the 
husband. 

Efforts to find Patterson at Howell's to- 
night were unavailing. It was said that he Is 
in Brooklyn. 

The Rev. Mr. Patterson up to two months 
ago was engaged to Miss Mabel Ronke, the 
daughter of H. E. Ronke, a salesman, of 721 
. Cortelyou road, Flatbush. Pattersqq dropped 
out of sight, so far as Flatbush was con- 
cerned two months ago and a few days later 
Mr. Ronke heard that Patterson had a wife 
and child in the west. Miss Ronke was pros- 
trated by the news.

If it shail de de- 
veloped upon the evidence submitted in sup- 
port of the charges that you are entitled to 
evidence of a technical or architectural char- 
acter, or evidence that requires records, you 
will be given ample time to fully meet such 
evidence. It is expected, however, that the 
evidence submitted wil) be a plain, simple 
statement of facts, which needs neither ex- 
perts nor records to meet. No advantage 
will be taken of the fact that your demand 
for further and more detailed specifications 
is refused.“ 

Having replied to Mr. Perkins thus pro- 
saically, the school board president had re- 
course to Shakspeare to tell what he thougtm 
of the architect's request.

Figures Gathered by the M. H. Wiltzius 
Company Show Interesting 
Advances, 


The statistics published recently showing 
14.347.027 Roman Catholics in continental 
United States were gathered by representa- 
tives of the M. H. Wiltzius company, Mil- 
waukee, publishers of the official Catholic 
directory. 

The figures quoted above record an increase 
of 111576 over the census of last year. The 
same directory shows that there are 16,550 
Catholic priests. in the United States, 12,274 
being secular clergy and 4,276 being members 
of religious orders. This is a gain of 457 
within the year. 

The census shows there are 8,849 Catholic 
churches in the United States, and 4,355 mis- 
sion churches, which are supplied by the 
neighboring pastors. This is a gain of 366 
over last year.

When Speaker Cannon resumed his chair to 
receive the report of the committee of the 
whole, the fight asumed warlike proportions. 
Macon moved that the committee’s action be 
indorsed, but Lowden interjected a motion to 
adjourn, which set the house 2 an uproar. 
This motion was lost on the first vote and 
Lowden demanded a yea and nay vote. The 
members thronged about the Illinois delega- 
tion without regard to the rules of the house, 
and after Cannon and his parliamentary 
clerk, Asher Hinds, had consulted the author- 
ities for fifty years back, the speaker decided 
that Lowden had the right to put every mem- 
ber on record, Lowden’s motion to adjourn 
was again lost. 

The house finally voted down also the proj- 
ect for appropriations for embassy build- 
ings in foreign lands. Many of the leading 
members took part in the support of the Low- 
den bill, the purpose of which has been in- 
dorsed for some time by the government. 
In his attack on the measure, Prince drew the 
fire of Congressmen Longworth, Denby, 
Mann, Madden, and others who have favored 
the same governmental policy to adequately. 
house the American embassies. 


Prince Fears Big Expenditure. 

Congressman Prince asserted that this ap- 
propriation was mply the means whereby 
the note of the camel would be gotten un- 
der the appropriation tent.“ He declared 
that great appropriations for the mainte- 
nance of these embassies would follow any 
authorigation for the purchase or construc- 
tion of embassy buildings. He ventured a 
guess that such appropriations would 
amount to $20,000,000 in the next ten years. 

These figures were ridiculed by Lowden and 
other members, who asserted that there 
woul be no appropriation for maintenance. 
Prince rejoined that if that were the case it 
would be as difficult for a poor man to holda 
job as ambassador to a foreign land as it is 
now when the ambassador has to provide his 
own domicile. He said it was simply taking 
antadditional appropriation for the benefit of 
the rich man who gets the ambassadorial job. 

Lowden led a hard fight for his provision 
and did not give up until the measure had 
been killed three times in committee of the 
whole and twice in the house. Speaker Can- 
non was on the floor during the lively debate, 
but took no part in it. The substance of the 
Lowden bili has been before congress several 
times and has hadthe indorsement of the 
administration, but in the face of the fight for 
legislative economy its friends found it im- 
possible to carry it through.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY WILL GET 
MINIMUM RATES IN TARIFF. 


Danger of Trouble Avoided When 
Knox Sends Proclamation to Presi- 
n for His Signature. — 


Weshington, D. C., March 2.—A proclama- 
tion granting to ‘Austria- Hungary the mini- 
mum rates under the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law was signed today by Secretary of State 
Knox and presented to the president for his 
signature. 

Next to France, Austria-Hungary present- 
ed the most formidable obstacles in the way 
of tariff adjustment, but it has accepted the 
demands of the United States, and as a con- 
sequence obtained the minimum rates. 

The president today signed proclamations 
declaring that thirty-six countries and colo- 
nies were entitled to the minimum rates. 
The list comprises the Isle of Man, Channel 
island, Gibraltar, Sokotra. Scychelles is- 
lands, St. Helena, Ascenzi: island, Falk- 
land islands, British New Guinea, British 
North Borneo, Ceylon, Corea, British Hon- 
duras, Congo, Santo Domingo, Mauritius, 
British east Africa, Zanzibar and Pemba, 
Costa Rica, Honduras, Cyprus, Tripoli, 
Dutch East Indies, British Somaliland, To- 
goland, Kamerun, German southwest Afri- 
ca, German east Africa, Kiau Chow, Kaiser 
Wilhelmland, Samoan islands, the Bismarck 
archipelago, Solomon islands, Caroline is- 
lands, Marianne, and Ladrone, with the ex- 
ception of Guam and the Marshal islands.

ASKS FOR HEALTHY TEACHERS 


Speaker at Education Conference 
Calls Them Necessity. 


WANTS HYGIENE OOURSES. 
Others Talk on the Effects of Illness on 
School Children. 


— 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 2.— [Special. 
Health as a factor in education was the chief 
topic of discussion tonight in the convention 
of the department of superintendence in the 
National Educational association. 

Among the speakers was Dr. Luther Hal- 
sey Gulick, director of the department of 
child hygiene of the Russell Sage foundation, 
who spoke on The Health of the Teacher.“ 

The good health of the teacher,“ said Dr. 
Gulick, “ profoundly affects the good health 
of the pupil, because. the feelings of the 
teacher are a controlling factor in regulating 
the temperature of the classroom. Teachers 
in poor health, with low vitality, feel cold in 
those temperatures which are best for learn- 
ing and best for the comfort of wel) children. 


Teacher’s Health Is Everything. 

Upon the health and efficiency of the 
teacher rests the entire educational program. 
The feelings of the teacher largely govern 
the vigor and time of the gymnsties, the 
enthusiasm and intelligence with which the 
exercises are administered, the prevailing 
atmosphere of the school, as to whether it is 
primarily one of searching for faults or the 
discovery of suctess—the one making for 
discouragement and deceit. the other for 
joyous, enthusiastic codperation; the one the 
habit of success, the other the habit of fal- 
ure. 

“ The dominant basis of the primary quali- 
ties upon which successful teaching depends 
—the common, human qualities of enthusi- 
asm, interest, sympathy, good nature, pa- 
tlenc®+is good health. The primary quali- 
ties Which enable pupils to achieve the de- 
sired results in education are intérest, at- 
tention, enthusiasm, and concentration. A 
dominant factor in each of these is good 
health.“

mearured terms by Dr. Albert E. Sterne of 
Indianapolis in a paper read before the 
therapeutic section of the American Physical 
Education society, and auxiliary of the N. E.

It is expected that over fifty informations 
charging graft and bribery wil! be instituted 
within a few days. 

The Civic league, at its request, has re- 
ceived from Chicago a copy of the resolution 
creating the Merriam commission and the 
investigation here will be modeled after that 
under way in Chicago. 

The exposé, it is stated, will be the greatest 
that has ever occurred in this country and 
will include councilmen, city officials, and 
Outsiders, known as fixers,’’ who have been 
successful in opening gambling ¢lubs. 


Aim at Men Higher Up. 

For several weeks Detective Robert Wilson 
and his asistants have been quietly at work 
under the direction of Secretary Allen T. 
Burns of the Civic league securing evidence. 
Secretary Burns predicts that over a score 
of politicians and men higher up will be sent 
to the penitentiary. The general plan is to 
clean up the entire city, which, since a wide 
open town was declared under Mayor Will- 
jam A. Magee, is said to be about the worst 
in the country. 

One employé was discovered today who ad- 
mits that he paid $60 to a man higher up 
for a city job, and be also. gave the names 
of half a dozen others who had been similar- 
ly imposed upon. 


More “Gugaring’’ Denianded. 
Among those who are said to be willing to 
give evidence are the proprietors of the gam- 
bling clubs. Some of these clubs have paid 
as high as $5,000 for the privilege of operat- 
ing. They were permitted to run freely for 
a few months, but the edict went out this 
week for all lights out,” and since then it 
is stated that overtures have been made to 
the proprietors of them that they could 
if they saw the right people and did a little 
more sugaring.”

Says the Late Colonel Never Took 
„arb Doctor's“ Stuff. 


BECAME TIPSY EACH DAY. 


Had Extreme Fear of Death and Was 
Eceentric Most of the Time. 


Kausas City, Mo., March 2.—After a week's 
delay, occasioned by squabbles between at- 
torneys and her presence before the grand 
jury, Mrs. Logan O. Swope, the guiding hand 
in the investigation of the Swope mystery, 
today gave her deposition in Dr. B. C. Hyde's 
slander suit against John G. Paxtan, an ex- 
ecutor for the Thomas H. Swope estate. 

Mrs. Swope told of the eccentricities of 
Col. Swope, and then, with all seriousness, 
expressed her confidence in Chassez Hatred 
Chase Jordan, the negro varb doctor who 
in eight years has received between $10,000 
and $20,000 for doctoring the Swepes.

FINDS LESSONS ARE EASY. 


Mysteries of Cooking, Ete., Mas- 
tered in a Week, Says the 
Rev. C. E. Cornell. 


As a result of the call made by Miss Lucy 
Page Gaston on Chicago ministers to remain 
at home next Monday while their wives at- 
tend an important anti-saloon meeting many 
pastors diligently are studying domestic gel- 
ence. Some are open hy, others surreptitious- 
ly, receiving metruction from their wives 
in preparing for the day's. work. 

Meanwhile a set of rules showing pitfalls 
to be avoided, advice as to the proper method 
of dusting valuable crockery without break- 
ing, and an outline of a daily program of 
tasks is being drawn up by the women most 
interested in the success of the meeting. 


Rules for Ministers. 

Some of the prohibitory rules are: 

Dust must be emptied in rear of house and 
hot swept under parlor rugs nor in dark corners. 

Laundry mus be deposited in proper recepta- 
cles and not thrown under beds. 

Dishés broken during the day must not be 
thrown in the ash barrel, but kept in the kitchen 
where the loss may be reckoned, 


Turn off the gas when through cooking. 

Take coffee pot off stove before the handle 
has been burned off. 

Hang up your apron and don’t use it for carry- 
ing hot dishes,

NO NAMES ON THE BALLOTS. 


Legislature’s Retusal Leaves Commis 
sioners Without Any Law. 


No primaries. 

No elections, 

No printed ballots. 

These three possibilities—probabilities of 
the present outlook for the county elections 
next autumn—stood out prominently yester- 
day in the chaos resulting from the legisla- 
ture’s slaughter of the ballot reform bills 
urged in vain by Judge Rinaker and the 
board of election commissioners. 

Immediately on his return yesterday from 
Springfield, where his earnest warning 
against the certainty of invalid elections was 
disregarded without being answered, Judge 
Rinaker went into a conference with the elec- 
tion board, consisting of Commissioners 
Judge, Bach, and Hudson, Chief Clerk Can- 
non, and Attorney Ayers. 


No Election Machinery Left. 

The situation, as reviewed at this confer- 
ence, developed even more startling features 
than had been. disclosed in the telegraph re- 
citals from Springfield. For instance, after 
a careful perusal of the general election law, 
whose amendment was sought in order to 
make it constitutional, it was declared there 
was no provision under which the election 
board could be notified legally of the official 
lists of candidates by the secretary of state 
or the county clerk, 

These two lists would include the candi- 
dates for state offices, for congress, for coun- 
ty offices, and for the legislature; also for 
the Supreme court. In fact, it was the opin- 
lon of the conferees that only the names of 
candidates for judges of the Municipal court, 
whose nominating papers will be filed with 
the election board, could be or legally 
on the ballot. 


Think the Law Is Void. 

“TI am not angry.“ said Judge Rinaker, 
but regret the serious condition. Without 
venturing my own opinion, I quote that of 
Mr. Ayers, who feels certain the law is un- 
constitutional and would be knocked out by 
the Supreme court.”’ 

An injunction, it is believed and feared by 
the election board, would prevent either the 
primaries or election next autumn either by 
direct ban or by prohibiting the expenditure 
of public funds. 

Frank J. Loesci, who was special state’s 
attorney in the prosecution of frauds uncer 
the recent direct primary law, also was of the 
opinion that the general election law without 
the amendments advocated by the election 
board is unconstitutional and that an in- 
junction would halt both the September pri- 
maries and the November general elections. 


AMERICAN TARIFF CONFEREES 
ARRIVE AT OTTAWA TODAY. 


Canadian Press Optimistic as to Outcome 
of Negotiations Intended to Avert 
Possible Commercial War. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 2.— [Special. 
Emery and Charles M. Pepper, the two — 
bers of the United States tariff board who 
are coming to Ottawa to confer with the 
government here with a view to averting a 
possible tariff war after March 31, will ar- 
rive at noon tomorrow: 

In their negotiations they will be associat- 
ed with J. G. Foster, consul general: the 
United States, who will introduce then. (o Sir 
Wutrid Laurier and Mr. Fielding tomorrow 
afternoon, and will entertain them at dinner 
tomorrow night, at which several ot the 
members of the government will be present. 

The coming of the American representa- 
tives has elicited general comment in the 
press of Canada as to the probable outcome 
of ‘negotiations. The general tenor of the 
comment is optimistic as to the result of the 
negotiations leading to a report by the Amer- 
ican tariff board to President Taft that there 
is. no reason for imposition of an American 
meximum tariff against Canada on the score 
of undue discrimination by this country 
against the states. At the same time ed- 
itorial opinion in all parts of Canada is that 
no tariff concession should be granted to 
the states unless similar concessions are ac- 


corded Canada. 


URGES MOBILIZATION DEPOTS 
FOR GREAT EMERGENCY ARMY.

Two Bodies Hope to Deeide on 
Bill Before Next Session 
of Legislature. 


A conference of the trustees of the sanitary 
district and the council committee of nine 
over the harbor situation will be held Mon- 
day night if all the aldermen can be present. 
The sanitary trustees yesterday accepted the 
city’s invitation for a meeting at which it is 
hoped to amaigamate the interests of both 
bodies so that together they may get behind 
one bill in the legislature—when it next 
meets. 

It was hoped by the city administration 
that a compromise could be effected before 
the present session of the assembly ad- 
journed, and that the lawmakers of Spring- 
field, seeing Chicago and the drainage board 
putting up a united frent for a harbor would 
repent and pass the enabling act.

Foell’s resolution, passed by 
the council Monday night, and making peace 
overtures to the drainage board, was read 
before that body yesterday Trustee Wallace 
G. Clark was for having the matter re- 
ferred to the committee on state and mu- 
nicipal relations. A motion made by Trus- 
tee Paul A. Hazard to have the board act 
as a committee of the whole in receiving the 
aldermanic committee, however, prevailed. 

After the reading of Ald. Foeli’s resolution 
Trustee Wiliam H. Baker said:

Washington, D. C., March 3 -{8pecial. * 
At the close of the speeches by Senators Cul- 
lom and Lerimer in the senate committee on 
commerce today it became apparent that a 
favorable report would be made on the ap- 
propriation for federal codperation with the 
State of Illinois on the deep waterway proj- 
ect. 

It is generally admittea that the influence 
of Senator Culom with the elder statesmen 
on the committee has saved this provision of 
the river and harbor bill from elimination. 

It transpired tonight that as a resuit of the

Burton also protested against the pol“ ey 
adopted by the house committee of having 
a river and harbor bill every year. Senator 
Depew made a formal motion not only that 
the house proposal ot an annual bill be adopt- 
ed, but that the bill recently passed by ‘he 
house be accepted in its general character- 
istics. All, voted for this motion except Bur- 
ton, who offered a decided negative, 

“I have become thoroughly convinced that 
this bill puts the government's waterway 
policy on the right track,“ said Cuilom.

Col. Roosevelt planted a tree 
in the center of the town to commemgrate the 
visit.

OF 100000 MEN 


Union Leaders Call Out All 
Workers in Philadelphia 
on Friday. 


DEMAND AID OF REYBURN 


Chicago and San Francisco La- 
borites Pledge Support to 
Easterners. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 2.—A universal 
strike of union workers, to begin at midnight 
on Friday, was proclaimed by the Central 
Labor union of Philadelphia and vicinity to- 
night. The strike leaders declare 100,000 
men will stop work if the Rapid Transit 
company shall not in the meantime have con- 
sented to arbitrate its differences with the 
striking car men. 

The meeting at which the strike order was 
promulgated was apparently unanimous in 
favor of the general strike. Telegrama were 
read from the Chicage and San Francisco 
federations of labor, with 250.000 and 175,000 
members respectively, pledging their moral 
and financial support. 

Resolutions were adopted condemning the 
attitude of the traction company, by which, 
it was stated. business had been affected to 
such an extent that thousands of persons 
not directly interested in the strike had been 
thrown out of employment. 


Demand Support of Reyburn. 

Councila were called upon to insist that 
Mayor Reyburn use his prerogative as chief 
executive of the city and immediately serve 
notice on the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
company that it must submit to arbitration, 
as the public demands, and that he return 
the police to their regular posts of duty and 
to cease using them to man the trolley cars. 

In a proclamation addressed to the trades 
unions of Philadelphia and their sympathiz- 
ers, the grievances of the car men against 
the corporation were recited in detail. 

In the ranks of organized labor, the doc- 
ument proceeds, an injury to one ig the 
concern of all, and, therefore, all union labor 
is directly affected by the attitude of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit company toward 
its union employés. The capitalists and the 
small group of self-seeking politicians in 
control of this company are part of a large 
group of capitalists and trust owners whe 
hope to crush all organized labor by attack- 
ing and defeating it, one group at a time.” 

Mayor Reyburn said today he would main- 
tain the position of refusing to be a party 
to any arbitration proceedings, even if it 
caused him to break with the Republican or- 
ganization. He said political leaders had 
urged him to change his attitude, but that 
his only duty was tc maintain peace and 
order. 

Rioting started again tonight in the north- 
eastern section. At Allegheny and Frank- 
ford avenues a number of cars were mol- 
ished by stones, and at Richmond and Ortho- 
dox streete a number of boys set fire to 
a frame waiting room owned by the transit 
company. 


Differ on Bethlehem Stand.

emigration of Macedonian Bulgarians. Fewer 
went in 04 and ‘05, but in 1906 the number 
jumped to 11,500. Now begins the emigration of 
Bulgarians proper. In the following year the 
number had increased to 27,000. 

The Bulgarian government became alarmed, 
When, during the crisis of 1907, many of their 
citizens began to appeab to the government for 
assistance to get home, because they could not 
get work, and through its fear of an even greater 
emigration on the return of prosperity in the 
United States, a law was passed which it was 
hoped would put a stop to emigration. The 
minister of the interior was authorized to issue 
instructions to county autirorities to refuse to 
issue passports to those destined for the United 
States. This law was changed in January, 1908. 
No Bulgarian today may emigrate to America 
without almost insurmountable trouble. 

The law did not stop the movement,’ but the 
crisis did. From 27,000 emigration fell of 
in 1908 to 18,000; in 1909 to 6,000. It is too 
early to predict what it will amount to for the 
year beginning July, 1909. But judging from 
our September immigration bulletin, it will 
again exceed 10,000. In other words, it is again 
on the increase. This is in spite of the law. 
Would-be emigrants have learned now to get 
around it. They take out passports for Rou- 
mania or Servia. 
passport which enables them to continue their 
journey. Should they fail, they reönter Bulgaria 
and secure a passport for ermany, and on 


they go. 
Emigrants from Good Region. 


The Bulgarian emigrant comes from the rich- 
est and most highly developed agricultural re- 
gion in Bulgaria proper, the extensive plain in 
north Bulgaria, lying in the middle and east- 
ern part of the kingdom, along the Danube. 
Among the people of this region, the idea of 
emigration is no new one. They tell me that 
from here come the Bulgarians I have séen 
around Budapest, Kolosvar, Szeged, and other 
cities of Hungery and more important Cities of 
Roumania, who control the truck gardens, or 
bulgari as they are called. I have already told 
you that these city garden farms, in their rich- 
ness and the intensity of their cultivation, com- 
pare with the best of the Chinese and Jap- 
anese. But these Bulgarian gardeners emigrate, 
as a rule, only for the summer season, returning 
south of the Danube for the winter. Now that 
America has been discovered, with its porsitl- 
ity of steady gain throughout the yeer, the 
truck farm does not seem so attractive. 

Of the two interesting interviews that I have 
had today, one was with Mr. Guechoff, the pos- 
sessor of a fortune of $3,000,000 and said to be 
the richest man in Bulgaria. He is one of the 
few Bulgarians who did not acquire his English 
at Robert college, Constantinople, or in a mis- 
sionary school nearer home. He is a graduate 
of Owens college, Manchester. He recalled a 
conversation he had in 1907 with W. J. Bryan, 
whom he met by chance in a restaurant in a 
Belgrade hotel, where Mr. Bryan, who spoke 
neither French nor German, was trying to make 
his wants known to a waiter who knew no Eng- 


“Jish. He told me that Mr. Bryan was desirous 


of meeting Servia’s king and Mr. Guechoff, who 
knew the king, attempted, but in vain, to ar- 
‘range an interview. 


Anti-Emigration Law Condemned. 


Mr. Guechoff talked over ‘the emigration ques- 
tion with Mr. Bryan. He said that at first Mr. 
Bryan was in favor of restricting, immigration, 
but that he had been favofably impressed with 
the physical vigor of the Bulgarians and Serv- 
ians, and was of the opinion that they would 
make excellent laborers. Mr. Guechoff, person- 
ally, believes Bulgaria's attempt to stop emigra- 


tion unwise. It is his opinion that the tem-

The richest man in Bulgaria lives in a modest 
two story house of quiet, dignified architecture, 
just opposite the beautiful palace of the Italian 
minister. The marble vestibule opens into a 
long, broad marble corridor, lined on each side 
with thrifty chrysanthemums and which leads 
to a great hall, at the back of which is a broad 
marble stairway. The library walls and ceiling 
are lined with beautifully carved dark oak. Mr. 
Guechoff possesses a remarkable library, espe- 
cially rich in the literatute of the Balkans, for 
which he has a complete card catalogue. He 
himself is a native of southern Bulgaria and 
has tates near Philipoppolis and played no 
small part in the revolution, but suffered capt- 
ure and temporary exile. In addition to his es- 
tat®s he is said to Own several hundred modern 
houses in Sofia and one of the important banks. 
He looks much like an American mar of bus!- 
ness of 60 years, nor could he be distinguished 
from the prosperous merchant of Chicago in the 
quality or cut of his clothes. His house reveals 
refinement and literary taste rather than luxury. 


Official View of Emigration. 

The minister of the department of agriculture, 
for the same reasons as given by Mr. Geuchoff, 
is in favor of emigration. But he is in favor 
of restricting it, at any rate of controlling it, 
for Bulgaria today is obliged to import laborers 
from Servia and Macedonia, owing to the activ- 
ity in rebuilding several of the cities and the 
construction of new lines of railroad. He is 
especially in favor of Bulgaria's sending a rep- 
resentative to New York who may serve as a go- 
between for the Bulgarian emigrant and the 
American employer of labor, He also thinks 
that it would be wise for his government to 
have an agent in Bulgaria who is familiar with 
conditions in the United States and who may 
furnish intending emigrants reliable information 
both as to the needs of the American labor mar- 
ket and advise as to the possibility of their 
being able to satisfy the réquiremeerts of Amer- 
ican immigration laws. 

As it is, the emigrant is more or less at the 
mérey of conditions over which he hag ne cor- 
trol and stffers in consequence. 

The. minister believes that emigration of Bul- 
garians to America may be a good thing, both 
for Bulgaria and fot América, but that for each 
country to receive the greatest possible benefit 
the movement should be guided and directed by 
intelligence. He says that the next paraliament 
will consider the matter and give to it the 
attention which it deserves. Such attention is 
not now possible, for the present congress de- 
votes all its spare time to the adjustment of 
affairs with Turkey. 

It it is a good thing for Bulgaria to guide its 
emigrants in order that Bulgaria may profit 
through théir welfare, how much more is it to 
the interest of the United States to perform sim- 
llar services for immigrants who annually seek 
admission to the numbér of from 700,000 to 
1,000,000! 
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Maine Checker Makers. 


It seems inconcefvable that two men can be 
kept steadily employed the year round making 
checkers. Yet that is What is done in a mill 
at Bethel. The average output of checkers 
from the mill is 800 barfels. It has been as 
high as 1,000 atid down to 600, but 800 is the 
average.

In theory legislatures are constructive 
bodies, willing to originate law and eager 
to enact it. In practice we know that 
they are inert masses, into which meas- 
ures originating outside of them are drawn 
and from which they are saved only by 
extraordinary effort. 

The special session of the forty-sixth 
general assembly has been brought to an 
end by the adoption of a sine die adjourn- 
ment resolution and an inert mass has 
closed over a number of bills in behalf of 
which sincere but not sufficiently power- 
ful efforts were made. Primary legisla- 
tion, scarred, was forced out. Mining 
laws, for which the demand was impera- 
tive and not to be ignored, were secured. 
The commission form of government bill, 
badly scarred, was pulled through. These, 
with several other measures, came out 
alive, but there is not a hair of the hide 
of the deep waterway bill, the election 
bills, the subway bill, the harbor bill, etc., 
to be seen. 

For the destruction of the bills intended 
to correct errors in the general election 
laws—the seriousness of whith is set forth 
by County Judge Lewis Rinaker—there 
appears on the surface to have been no 
cause but pure wantonness, but that is 
not sufficient to explain it. Legislators 
frequently will act like boys stoning a 
dog to which they have tied a tin can, and 
frequently they experience al] the emotions 
of joy which result from such a pastime, 
but they seldom kill bills just for the fun 
of seeing them die, great as that pleasure 
is.

What the reason was in this case can 
only be guessed: A more intimate knowl- 
edge of the situation might supply it. In 
some way; evidently, the proposed amend- 


ments to the general election laws fright- 


ened not only the politicians who control 
the legislature but the legislators them- 
selves. In sheer fright and selfishness 
they have fought every ballot reform pro- 
posed from the beginning of time, and, if 
they could get the opportunity, they would 
throw every election statute into the fur: 
nace and return to the good old days when 
in many communities a decent man bad 
his head punched if he tried to vote. 

If the men whom the legislators repre- 
sent understood thoroughly that franchise 
rights depend on the adequacy of ballot 
protection, the proper amount of pressure 
would have been brought on the assembly 
to have secured these ‘bills. Evidently it 
is not entirely plain that a man may vote 
and yet be disfranchised. Hence what 
might start a revolution starts nothing. 
The fight against the election amendments 
in the election committee of the house of 
representatives was only a survival of the 
old fight against honest elections. Poll 
ticlans do not want them. A few of the 
more sincere and courageous will admit it. 
The house committee killed the proposed 
amendments because of this, and it killed 
them secretly and without making a record 
because it was afraid.

The Canadian government would by ex- 
ecutive order put a surtax of 33 1-3 per 
cent on American dutiable imports. The

dian consumers w 
that much more for 
could get more cheaply from other coun- 
tries than this. American producers 
woula not mark down the price of their 
goods that much to get into Canada. 

‘Americans are not so liberal buyers of 
dutiable goods from Canada as Cana- 
dians are of those coming from the Unit- 
ed States. Therefore a tariff controversy 
would do more damage here than on the 
other side of the boundary. The market 
for American coal would be restricted to 
the advantage of the Nova Scotia mines. 
The iron and steel products of Germany 
and Gredt Britain would to a considerable 
extent supplant those of the United 
States. 

At this time, when there is so much 
talk about enlarging American trade in 
South America, Manchuria, and other re- 
mote parts of the world „it would be in- 
consistent to sacrifice a great trade next 
door. It is well enough to sally out after 
the birds. in the bush, but a tight grip 
should be kept on the bird in the hand. 


THE CITY HIDEOUS PLAN. 

The billboard provision of the new 
building ordinance, now under considera- 
tion by the council building committee, 
will make a farce of any city beautiful 
plan of which the community cherishes 
hopes. The devastation of the landscape 
already accomplished by this nuisance is 
as nothing compared to what the perni- 
cious, if highly profitable, activity of the 
billboard companies will achieve if this 
new provision becomes effective. 

The measure permits the erection of 
billboards on any building not over forty 
feet in height. That means every house, 
‘barn, or shed along all the rights of way 
of every railroad entering Chicago. A 
pleasant introduction to our city! 

The Municipal Art league, the Cook 
County League of Women’s Clubs, the 
Chicago Woman’s club, the City club, the 
League of Local Improvement Clubs have 
protested against this measure. It is a 
critical stage in ten years of fighting 
against the nuisance. Perhaps it is the 
climax. Certainly, if these boards are 
permitted, it is more than likely ‘to take 
years to undo the damage. Certainly the 
protest should be taken up by every citi- 
zen and every association that appreciates 
how the city suffers practically and sub- 
stantially through its unnecessary ugli- 
ness, 

The opposition is confronted by the le 

gal objections of the corporation counsel's 
office, one of the members of which has 
rendered a decision that the city cannot 
interdict the erection of roof billboards. 
* Against this opinion there is the opinion 
of half a dozen lawyers whose advice was 
sought by the Municipal Art league, the 
City club, and other opponents of the bill- 
board nuisance. 3 

Waiving the question of preponderance 
of opinion, the fact remains that the ques- 
tion is in doubt, and so far as this aspect 
of the discussion is concerned the duty of 
the council is plain. 


That duty ic to seek to exercise the- 


challenged. authority and let thé courts 
decide whether or pot it exists. 

But the billboard section of the proposeil 
ordinance is defended on other than legal 
grounds. It is pretended that the right 
to sell the privilege of his roof top is 
sacred to property owners. It has been 
declared that to deny this right to the 
humble owner of a one story building or 
the owner of a humble one story building 
simply because the millionaires who ride 
on trains not like billboards is an 
assault upon democracy and an autocratic 
outrage of the deepest dye. 

This reasoning is redolent of the real 
nature of the opposition. The interest of 
the community at large is plain enough 
from any point of view. But the interest 
of the defenders of the billboard nuisance 
is not concealed by a pretended defense 
of private right. The people of Chicago 
are beginning to understand something of 
the loss pot only esthetically but finan- 
clally which the city suffers because of 
its unsightliness. Thie is not a class 
question. It touches every inhabitant, 
and it troubles him, whether he knows it 
or not, in the pocketbook. So, in the 
last analysis, discarding all considerations 
of natural civic pride in the beauty and 
comfort of the city, the billboard question 
comes to this: Is the community as a 
whole to be taxed for the profit of those 
relatively few individuals who make 
money from the renting of billboards or 
billboard space? 

From the standpoint of civic progress, 
from the standpoint of the general public 
interest, there is only one side to this 
question. 

If any public official or representative 
does not understand this after ten years 
of public discussion it is because he does 
not want to understand it. There is none 
so blind as he Gat wees see.

RINCE MIGUEL OF BRAGANZA has been judi- 

cially declared insolvent by the Austrian courts 

of law, and, according to an official announce- 

ment published in Vienna on Feb. 16, was on that 

day placed under “curatel.” That is to say, he 
is reduced, from a civic point of view, in Austria, to 
the status of @ minor, is deprived of all his privileges 
as a citizen, is incapable of contracting any legal obli- 
gation—cannot even witness @ legal document, let alone 
gign it as principal—and is entirely at the mercy of 
the curators, or judicial trustees appointed by the court 
to act as his guardians and as the administrators of 
whatever property he may have left. 

The position of a person under curatel on the conti- 
nent of Europe is even worse than that of an undis- 
charged bankrupt in Bngland, and is not only pro- 
foundly humiliating but altogether intolerable. People 
are only placed under curate] on the ground of insanity 
or reckless extravagance. 

— 


As long as this decree of curate) hangs over the 
head of Prince Miguel of Brazanga his return to Aus- 
tria—or, in fact, to Germany—wil] be out of ‘the 
question, while any feeble chan that his American 
wife formerly may have had of being welcomed, if 
not at the court of Vienna, at any rate by some of his 
imperial Austrian relatives in their private capacity 
and by the great world at Vienna, are effectually de- 
stroyed. 

As I predicted at the time of Miss Anita Stewart's 
marriage to Dom Miguel of Braganza last year, it has 
brought her no increase of social position or prestige, 
but much the reverse. Her pretensions to royalty have 
not only been denied but ridiculed, while her right 
even to the title of duchess of Vizeu, by which she 
now is known, has been questioned. Indeed, she could 
not appear under that title at the court of St. James 
or at any other court; whereas, as a young American 
girl of considerable fortune, she was welcome evéry- 
where. 

It is no exaggeration to assert that through her 
marriage she has raised a barrier between herself and 
old world royalty, instead of obtaining admission to 
the ranks of the latter. The reigning house of England 
has taken no notice whatsoever of her since her en- 
gagement and subsequent marriage to Dom e. ‘ 

=e . 

To the late Count Tattenbach, who died a fortnight 
ago as German ambassador at Madrid, the kaiser’s con- 
sort is indebted for the possession of a beautiful pearl 
necklace, which was not originally intended for her. 
At the time of the sensational voyage of Emperor Wil- 
liam to ‘Tangier, Count Tattenbach was minister at 
Lisbon. But owing to his intimate acquaintance with 
Morocco, where he had spent a number of years, he 
was delegated to make all the arrangements at the 
last moment for the visit, and to be at Tangier to 
receive his sovereign on the latter’s arrival. The 
count fulfilled his mission and forgot nothing, not 
even the souvenir the Moorish sultan, Abdul Aziz, was 
expected to present to the emperor as a gift for the 
empress. 

This latter matter, however, offered considerable dif- 
ficulty. It had been too late to get anything specially 
from Europe for the empress or to find anything there. 
Suddenly Count Tattenbach happened to learn that the 
sultan had caused to be purchased in Paris two months 
previously a superb necklace of pearls, for presentation 
to the wife of the French envoy, Mme. de St. Réné- 
Taillandier, who was about to accompany her husband 
on a visit to the court at Fez, the sultan being at 
the time most anxious to ingratiate himself with 
France. 

~~ 


Count Tattenbach insisted that the necklace should 
be handed instead to the German emperor as a mark 
of homage on the part of the sultan to the German 
empress, and carried the affair through with his accus- 
tomed Bismarckian brutality and brusquerie, virtually 
bulldozing the sultan into making the gift. 

At the last minute, it may be recalled, the sultan 
himself did not appear at Tangier, nor did Williem 
go to Fez. The kaiser instead was received by the 
sultan’s uncle at Tangier, and the necklace was handed 
by him to the emperor, who, of course, was in entire 
ignorance of the maneuvers of his plenipotentiary. It 
will be readily understood, therefore, that when later 
on M. de St. Réné-Taillandier was appointed as minister 
of France at Lisbon, Count Tattenbach found resi- 
dence on the shores of the Tagus awkward, and se- 
cured his promotion without delay to Madrid as am- 
dassador.

Equally queer is the story of the superb diamond 
and black pearl necklace presented to the kaiserin by 
ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid, on the occasion of her mem- 
orable visit with the emperor to Constantinople. It 
Was recognized at a state ball at the court of Berlin 
a year later as being the necklace of the late Mme. 
Bonaparte-Ratagzi-Rute, for which the police and jew- 
elers were searching all over Europe, in the hope of 
obtaining the large reward for its recovery. 

The necklace had deen stolen from Mme. Ratazzi 
by some of the extraordinary crowd of adventurers and 
adventuresses who thronged her salons at Paris, and, 
as is the case with most famous and easily recogniz- 
able jewels when stolen, was carried off to the Orient, 
with the view of its disappearance in some harem 
beyond the ken of the police. Taken in the first place 
to Constantinople, it was purchased by Sultan Abdul 
Hamid, with the intention of presenting it to one of 
his wives. But he found a better means of disposing . 
of it by offering it to the German empress as 4 souve- 
nir of her visit at Constantinople. It is needless to add 
that as soon as the kaiserin was made acquainted 
with the facts of the case, she at once took steps to 
have the necklace restored to old Mme. Ratazzi.

Lord Crewe, secretary of state for the colonies, him- 
self a poet of no mean order, and son of the poet, 
Richard Monckton Milnes, afterward Lord Houghton, 
will preside at the dinner to be given early next month 
in London by the Poetry Recital society, at which are 
to be gathered together as many descendants of the 
greater English poets as canjpe discovered.

Christopher Wordsworth, rector of St. Peter's, Marl 
borough, and grandnephew of the poet Wordsworth; 
James Glencairn Thomson, the only surviving grandson 
of Robert Burns; Mrs. Maxwell-Scott of Abbotsford, 
great-granddaughter of Sir Walter Scott, and her son, 
Capt. Walter Maxwell-Scott of the Cameronians; Lord 
Lytton, son of Owen Meredith”; Lady Anne Blunt, 
granddaughter of the poet Lord Byron: Lord Tenny- 
son, son of the poet laureate, and Edward Esdaile, 
grandson of the poet Shelley by the first of his two 
marriages, besides many others, will be present. Of 
course, the committee in charge of the affair are expe- 
riencing some little difficulty in distinguishing the 
greater from the minor poets, since every one who has 
had a maker of verses among his ancestors naturally 
is anxious to set the latter down as a greater poet.

Apropos of Lord Byron, it may be mentioned that 
a carriage of the poet is now doing duty in the cor- 
ner of the yard of a wayside inn, in the outskirts of 
Port Lincoln, South Australia, as a hen roost, and in 
spite of its treatment by the chickens is still in a fair 
state of preservation. The name of the Lincoln maker 
is engraved on the box of the-vehicle, and on the panels 
are Lord Byron’s motto and coat-of-arms. 

It seems that a great friend of his, Lady Charlotte 
Bacon (to whom, by the by, he addressed a number 
of his verses), went to live in South Australia, and 
to her he sent one of his carriages on her writing to 
him of the difficulty of obtaining wheeled conveyances 
in the antipodes. On her death it passed into the 
possession of a family in the Port Lincoln district, 
and today could be purchased for a mere song by any 
collector of relies of the poet Byron.

CHICAGO, March 2. — Firmness and higher 
prices featured the trade in all branches of the 
live stock market, and, while hogs reached a new 
high level at $10.10, steers sold up to $8.15, and 
lambs topped at $9.25, while sheep were rigidly 
sustained at the record price at $7.05.

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. ) 


Improvement in the Last Week Is 
Largely Sentimental, According 
to One — 


NEW YORK, March 2 2.—The Iron Age will 
say tomorrow: 

The improvement in the fron trade in the 
last week is still largely sentiment. Some 
of it is due no doubt to the coming on of the 
active outdoor season, but there is also the 
wearing off of the scare that hae been so 
largely in control since the opening of the 
year. It cannot be said that the large steel 
interests are now booking more new business 
‘than was being taken a ago, but 
they see more in prospect. 

There has been some: buying of pig iron 
for the most part by large consumers and 
the business has been of the sort that brings 
prices to new low levels. In foundry iron 
one important buyer has taken about 9,000 
tons for eastern plants and is still in the mar- 
ket for 6,000 tons. 

“ The sales of the last week have brought 
down prices of northern foundry iron about 
50c a ton, while Virginia No. 2iron now is sold 
at $15 at furnace, and Alabama warrant iron 


at $13. for early delivery. While some south- 


ern furnaces are holding iron at $14 and high- 
er for delivery in the second half, others will 
sell at $13.50 for delivery in > remainder of 
the year.“ 


Better Feeling as Spring Opens. 

Cleveland, O., March, 2.—[Special.j—The 
Iron Trade Review tomorrow will say: 

“A distinctly better feeling has come with 
the disappearance of the extremely cold 
weather, which has been an important fac- 
tor in decreasing the volume of business in 
a number of lines, particularly structural 
Opinions differ as to how soon 
active buying will be- resumed, some be- 
lieving that it will not be until April 1, but 
the volume of pig iron inquiries now being 
received indigates that large orders soon may 
be placed. 

In Eastern territory, the principal buy- 
ing of pig iron has been by the cast‘iron pipe 
interests, which have placed orders for about 
25,000 tons, of which about 14,000 tons was 
southern. In steel making irons, the prin- 
cipal transactions. have been in Pittsburg,

RAILROADS CEASE 
STORING OF COAL} 


Fear of a Miners’ Strike Be- 
lieved Past and Danger of 
Shortage No Longer Seen 


PEACE AHEAD EXPECTED. 


Official Blames Talk of Trouble 
on Desire to Boost Price 
of Fuel. ; 


The principal coal carrying reliroads enter- 
ing Chicago, according to officials, are be- 
ginning to cease storing coal in anticipation 
of a strike on April 1, having come to the 
conclusion that differences between the 
miners and the operators will be settled in 
an amicable manner. Railroad officials in- 
sist that the annual talk of a coal strike has 
done great injury to the coal trade as well 
as to consumers, and openly charge that 
much of such talk has been done to ad- 
vance prices during early months of the 
year. 

It is estimated that two years ago at 
least 10,000,000 tons of coal were stored by 
the railroads alone. 

“There will be no strike,“ said Eugene 
McAuliffe, general fuel agent of the Frisco 
system, yesterday.’ The United Mine 
Workers are more formidable for price ex- 
ploitation purposes than for anything else. 
It is not possible that 265,274 members with 
$470,820.09 in the treasury would stop the 
preduction of coal long. and $1.77 per capita 
is not a large strike fund. 


Says Politiclans in the Way. 

It the coal e is to come into what 
rightfully belongs to it there will have to be 
disposed of a few politicians, some dema- 
gogues, and a lot of promoters. The tleup 
is getting to be a farce with the people who 
consume 1,000,000 tons of bituminous coal 
dally. What the coal trade wants is less poli- 
tics and more business dignity. 

Strike talk on the top of three months 
of severe weather has carried a few usually 
well balanced coal operators off their feet. 
The immediate and unusual profit of 100 per 
cent temporarily blinds them to the after 
results which will stun the coal trade dur- 
ing the rest of the year. Two years ago, un- 
der the same pressure that is being applied 
today, consumers of the middle west stored 
at least 10,000,000 tone of coal at an expense, 
including labor, depreciation, and theft, of 
not less than $5,000,000. This year about half 
that amount will be stored if the presént 
frenzy is kept up.“ 


Eastern Roads Settle Dispute. 


Announcement is made that the eastern 
rairoads have settled temporarily, at least, 
their dispute over differential rates. No ad- 
vanees will be made in the lake and rail 
rates, as have been feared by the shippers. 
The Grand Trunk insisted on retaining its all 
rail differential from New York via New 
London, Conn., despite the threat of the 
Lackawanna and Erie to reduce their stand-“ 
ard rates, so that it was impossible to ad- 
vance the lake and rail rates. 

The Erie and Lackawanna withdrew their 
notices of reduction of 6 cents in the stand- 
ard rates, and tariffs have been prepared, to 
take effect on April 1, which will contain 
no difference in class rates as compared with 
last year, except that the New York, Ontario 
and Western has agreed to abandon its dif- 
ferential and become a standard line. 

The rates which will be applied on the 
first class scales are as follows in cents per 
hundred pounds: 

Standard rail, 75; differential, all rail, 65; 
lake and fail and ocean and rail. . 

It was proposed to make the lake and rail 
and ocean and rail rates 70 cents, and aban- 
don all rail differential, but this was blocked 
by the stand of the Grand Trunk. The ship- 
pers were aroused, a9 40 per cent of the west- 
bound traffic to Chicago moves under lake 
and rail rates. 


HOULAHAN TO RETIRE MAR. 13. 


General Manager of Alton-Clover Leaf 
System Will Resign After Rail- 
way Career of 35 Years. 


Bloomington,’ III., March 2.—[Special. ]— 
The resignation of General Manager P. H. 
Houlahan of the Alton-Clover Leaf lines 
was officially announced today, to take ef- 
fect on his fifty-fifth birthday, March 13.

It is to be found in the 
section of the law providing that all corpora- 
tions which have not filed reports giving 
their gross and net income and other in- 
formation in compliance with the law by 
rete 1 shall be subject to a fine of $1,000 to 


Reports Sent to Wrong Place. 

There are about 1.000 such corporations in 
the Chicago district, and, according to an- 
other provision of the law, their only es- 
cape Hes in the discretionary decision of Col- 
lector Hertz that they were unable, for a 
legitimate reason to get their reports ip 
within the required time. 

Of the 250 reports received yesterday many 
had been mailed before the expiration of the 
time limit, and these probably will be ac- 
cepted. Others were from collectors in other 
districts, to whom they had been erroneously 
sent. Some reports even were sent to Secre- 
tary of State Rose. 

It was learned during the day that most of 
the big corporations in the district have re- 
ported and that most of the delinquents are 
small concerns. This is due largely to their 
belief that if they are not making net profits 
of more than $5,000, and are thue not subject 
to the tax, they need not report. 


Must Tell Even of 30 Cent Business. 

This, however, is not a valid excuse in the 
eyes of Collector Hertz, as he notified every 
one of them last December that they must 
report, even though their business were con- 
ducted at a loss, or though the year’s trans- 
actions amounted to less than 30 cents. 

Several hundred requests for thirty day 
extensions have been received, most of which 
have been found valid and granted.

In order to defeat them in their efforts to 
practice, there was adopted a resolution 
recommending that opticians be licensed as 
guch. It was argued that the licensing of 
opticians would be a blow at optometry and 
its correspondence schools. A similar senti- 
ment was expressed by one committee with 
regard to osteopathy. 

“The osteopathic problem must be met,” 
said Dr. S. D. Van Meter of Denver. It is 
far better to allow an osteopath to be ap- 
pointed on the state board than to throw 
down the bars and give them legal standing 
by legislative enactment.” 


Calls Optometrist a Hybrid. 

Dr. George W. Gay of Boston presented a 
report on optometry which is to be shed 
for distribution to legislatures. It defines 
an oculist as an educated physician who 
makes a Specialty of diseases of the eye, an 
optician as one who makes and adjusts 


glasses for the relief of defective vision 


either under the advice of an oculist or 
otherwise. 

“In practice an optometrist fs a hybrid 
of oculist and optician,” said Dr. Gay. The 


name is new and has been adopted for the 


rpose of impressing the public with the 
ea that those who practice it are eye doc- 
tors or oculists. The best class of opticians 
confine their work to the legitimate field of 
fit glasses. Optometrists are trying to 
obtain recognition without proper training.

Resolution on Pure Food Laws. 

A Tesolution concerning the pure food 
laws recommended that advertisements as 
well as labels be required to show the ma- 
terlale of which the food is composed. 
Uniformity of state pure food laws and im- 
provement of the medical service in the 
United States navy was recommended. 

The action of President Taft in urging con- 
gress to pass legislation concerning the pub- 
lic health was praised. 

On medical education the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

„% Resolved, That the conference indorse 
control by state medical examining boards 
of etandards of medical education and also 
indorse the standards of education, both pre- 
Uminary and collegiate, recommended by the 
council on medical education, and that it 
be the sense of this conference that adherence 
to these standards should not be allowed to 
result in the destryction of a single non- 
sectarian board.“ 

The question of expert court testimony was 
disposed of in a committee report which 
recommended that the courts be given com- 
mon law power to charge a jury upon expert 
evidence and authority to call experts of 
their own motion.
